3. WHEAT. 


The quantity of new season’s wheat despatched or awaiting despatch from country stations 
of New South Wales Government Railways was 66,066,000 bushels as at 12th August, 1933. This 
quantity may include a certain amount handled twice. It is estimated that the total crop har- 
vested in the State in 1932-33 was in the vicinity of 77,000,000 bushels. The Director of Marketing 
forecasted on toth July, 1933, that the area sown with wheat for grain and hay in New South 
Wales in the season 1933-34 would be 4,700,000 acres.

Inter-bank clearings are regarded as an approximate measure of changes in the general 
volume of business transactions provided they are considered in conjunction with changes in 
price levels. 

The index represents the ratio of each month’s clearings to the average for the month 
concerned during the five years 1926-1930. This average is represented by 1,000 each month. 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly index numbers 
have been smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is, the index shown 
above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding two 
months. It may be compared verticaly or horizontally. 

No adjustment has been made for normal growth or change of price levels.

AGGREGATE AMOUNT OF WAGES PAID AND INDEX OF EMPLOYMENT. 


Data under these headings are now being compiled. Progress tabulations, including 
nearly Ioo of the larger factories, indicate that there were 39,146 employees on the pay sheets 
in the middle week of June, 1933, compared with 35,794 in the corresponding week of 1932. The 
increase occurred mainly in the iron, steel, engineeriny, and clothing trades. The volume of 
employment in retail trades is indicated in Table io. 


22. STCCK EXCHANGE INDEX (SYDNEY). 


The following index of the values of the principal Company shares on Sydney Stock 
Exchange embraces the ordinary shares of companies {excluding banking companies) whose 
business is conducted wholly or largely in New South Wales.

The aggregate index is the average for the 
whole of the shares included in the gioups with the addition of 24 miscellaneous shares. It 
represents the ratio of the average prices of ordinary shares to their par values.
